For tbat reason it ia deemed
ueces»ary and expcdient that all eourcea
ol national revenue be brougbt within
me lmmediaie uiility of Congre^.
There ia no laiier way of reacbing tbe

question than by ihe manuer propoatd
in tbe atnendint-nt to tbe conatitution,
wbich I haveotiered."

Watt, a white man, was lyncbed here
early this morning by aeven mu-ked
men.

THK SBNATK.

Dr. George W. LtCa'o offered areao-

lution which seeka to revive tbe old
law wbich made the payment of capit i-

tion tax a prerequisite to voting. Too

propoaed law contains one very im-
portant change. It provides tbat a man

certaio year shuli be diequalifiad for tbe
exercise of the electoral privih go after
the first ofJuiy of tbe followiug year.
If he pays bis taxes after tbat date ii
naa do efleot io removmg the bar. Tbe
object of tbia provision is to preveot
caodidates from payiog the capitation
taxofvotere. Ucder tbe old law tbis
was a common praclice. If Se> ator
L-Calo's bill paa^ea itcaooot be renew-
ed.
A jo nt reaolution was introduced
